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Editorial 


LIKE TO LIKE. 


Discussions of nurserymen from 
the north with those from the south 
at some conventions of the past year 
or two came to mind when news from 
the nation’s capital last month in- 
cluded an item about the formation 
of “the committe to explore political 
realignment.” 

This cautious nomenclature is ac- 
curately applied to a_ bipartisan 
group which seeks to draw together 
what might be termed the conserva- 
tive-minded citizens of the two sec- 
tions of the country who have hith- 
erto voted under different party 
labels. 

A century ago, political parties 
of that day were broken into groups, 
as those older organizations ceased 
to represent the diversity of interest 
in the problems of the day. A decade 
or two elapsed before the voters of 
that era again aligned themselves in 
two great national parties, between 
which the political pendulum has 
swung in local, state and national 
elections since. 

The time again is here, according 
to the belief of those interested in 
the committee named above, for 
more appropriate alignment of the 
voters than the two parties of the 
present day represent. No third 
party is sought, resulting in a min- 
ority’s splitting the vote of one or 
both of the major parties. The weak- 
ness evident where there are numer- 
ous parties, as in European countries, 
is eschewed. 

The goal is a fusion of like-minded 
elements within the old parties. If 
it can be accomplished, the victory 
of these elements in a national elec- 
tion is certain to be sooner than if 
they separately seek the slow process 
of gaining control of either major 
party through the present machinery. 


FARM BUREAUCRACY. 


How far government bureaucrats 
‘may go when they have undertaken 
to do good to the farmers of a nation 
is illustrated by the present plight of 
agriculture in Great Britain. Today, 
it is asserted, more than 15,000 gov- 
ernment agricultural officials, or 
about one for every twenty farmers, 
show British farmers how to plow, 
sow and harvest, or dispossess those 
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whose land they do not consider 
properly cultivated. 

The Ministry of Agriculture before 
the war maintained a staff of about 
2,000 to supervise Great Britain’s 
farms. The supervisors then cost 
British taxpayers less than $3,000,000 
a year, and their chief job was to 
induce farmers to use new agricul- 
tural machinery and techniques. 

In ten years the number of super- 
visors has grown to 15,000, costing 
the nation $56,000,000, though the 
farmers complain the supervisors 
have outlived their usefulness be- 
cause Britain’s farms have become 
the most mechanized in the world. 

Most of the money and supervisors 
go to operate the county agricul- 
tural committees, which did not ex- 
ist before the war, and the national 
agriculture advisory service, which 
farmers say only duplicates the serv- 
ices offered at no cost to the public 
by free-enterprise compazues. 

The county committes tell the 
farmers what crops to grow, hire 
out machinery and casual labor, 
supervise the government subsidy 
schemes, control the allocation of 
animal feeds and hand out new reg- 
ulations and forms. 

Under the 1947 agriculture act, 
the committees are empowered to 
oust anyone they consider to be a 
poor farmer. Since the act was 
passed, 2,750 farmers have been 
brought before the committes and 
130 farmers have been dispossessed. 


NURSERY FRONTAGE. 


Every day thousands of persons, 
if not millions, driving along the 
highways pass acreages of nursery 
stock, some wholesale and some re- 
tail. The thrifty young shrubs and 
trees are a pleasant sight, particu- 
larly when they are in bloom or in 
fruit. Frequently the automobiles 
slow or stop, particularly if the rows 
of plants run close to the highway 
and are well cultivated. 

Some of the motorists merely en- 
joy the beauty of the view. But 
many are thinking of their own 
gardens or grounds, where they 
would like to see one or another of 
the trees or shrubs before them. Oc- 
casionally one finds the same persons 
returning more than once, perhaps 
at the blooming season, to obtain a 
clear picture or perhaps to identify 
the items which interest them. 

Yet few of these plantings, even 


when they belong to retail nursey, 
are marked so that passers can ide, 
tify the plants. 

One of the biggest parts of 4 
horticultural selling job is to tes 
the public the names and identig, 
of even ordinary plants. Knowledp 
differentiates the casual progy, 
from the fan who is a steady om 
tomer. It would seem that the rewj 
nurseries, in particular, are wastigp 
the sales-making value which ;

NATURE IN GARDENS. 


Many reasons are advanced to th 
public for planting gardens abo 
their homes — beauty, relaxation 
health, comfortable living and late: 
climate control. Covering them g 
in a way, the slogan “It’s not a hop 
till it’s planted” bears directly to th 
mark. 

And as a home primarily is a play 
for the rearing of children, they pn. 
vide an additional reason for a gu. 
den. This is the more emphatic m. 
son as year by year fewer childm 
are brought up on the farm and mor 
receive their education in metropol- 
tan communities where there is litt 
means of learning the ways of nature 

While courses in art appreciation 
and music appreciation become : 
part of the curriculum in more and 
more high schools and colleges, littk 
is taught in the way of nature appre 
ciation. That is left for the Bo 
Scouts, Girl Scouts and local garde: 
or nature groups. Botany has bee 
dropped from the studies in mos 
high schools, and the courses avail 
able in college are seldom devised 
for the general student. 

Many new nursery customers att 
adults upon whom has come for th 
first time an awareness of the fast 
nating variety of nature’s interes 
For them, consequently, the ham 
garden manuals begin with the fi 
damentals in instruction about sl 
plants and culture. 

Children who enjoy a gatde 
about their home have an opportt- 
nity to learn of nature’s way 
they help their parents with 
chores, they learn more about plat 
growth. 

When the intelligent publie® 
seeking well rounded educational

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Landscaping the Farm Home Grounds 


PART I 


During the boom days since the 
dose of World War II, great strides 
have been made in the modernization 
snd beautification of the farm home. 
Streamlined and colorful are the 
titchens, bathrooms and _ utility 
noms. Electrical gadgets and ma- 
chines of all kinds have fast become 
the measure of modern living on the 
frm. But along with these is a new 
perception of farm beautification. 
The improvement plan has literally 
werflowed from the indoors to the 
qutdoors in an all-out effort toward 
etter living for the farm family. 


No one enjoys or usually even 
gives a second look to either a city 
house or a farmhouse which is bar- 
rn or unplanted. It seems more 
illogical for a farmstead to be un- 
planted since it is set in the country- 
ide where so much natural beauty 
exists. One should not be any more 
critical of the farmer than the urban 
homeowner for lack of proper land- 
sxaping, but somehow, one cannot 
but be aware of the faulty landscap- 
ing on many American farmsteads. 


Experience in landscaping urban 
housing units has taught that one 
good job will sell landscape services 
to the residents of the entire block. 
Farm folks are little different in this 
respect; they likewise appreciate and 
enjoy having conditions as good as 
those of their neighbors. Let there 
be just one well planned, properly 
planted farmstead in a rural com- 
munity, and its influence as an ex- 
ample will spread on down the road. 


Ready Rural Market. 


Landscape nurserymen may now 
well place more emphasis on devel- 


oping rural home grounds, since the 
urban home building program has 
somewhat abated, at least temporar- 
ily. They should develop promotion 
in the field of rural landscaping, for 
the farm owners are ready prospects 
for landscape jobs. A tremendous 
rural market exists for nursery stock 
and landscape planning; the poten- 
tial demand is there if the landscape 
salesman will go out after it. 
A wholly unplanted farmhouse is 
really no indication of poverty these 
days; many a prosperous farmer 
simply has neglected to landscape 
his property. 

Some farmers may feel that im- 
proving their home grounds would 
be a prohibitive expense and use the 
excuse of limited resources. How- 
ever, the latest statistics show that 
farm incomes are at an all-time high: 
for the first time in history our rural 
populations are generally prosper- 
ous. The economic picture was never 
more favorable for spending money 
on farmstead improvement. 

The landscape nurseryman may 
not be able to sell a complete plan 
for every farmhouse. Redesigning 
and replanting will probably be the 
major portion of his sales, and redo- 
ing old places often will be smaller- 
scale jobs than completely landscap- 
ing new farmsteads. In some cases 
limited financial resources may 
necessitate a long-term program of 
farmstead improvement, but with a 
well thought-out master plan, a con- 
venient and economical budget or 
installment systern may easily be fol- 
lowed. For the landscape job, the 
landscape nurseryman should strive 
for a figure of at least five per cent

of the investment cost of the farm- 
house itself, and on long-term plans 
this should be done at one per cent 
a year. 

The farm grounds will develop in 
value, beauty and usefulness along 
with the farm family’s enthusiasm 
toward the progress of the program. 
It must be a well planned program 
and must be faithfully followed once 
in progress if the end results are to 
be satisfactory. One of the most 
common causes of poor achievement 
is small unit plantings. Some in- 
dividuals will want to undertake only 
what can be accomplished in a short 
time. This anxiety to realize im- 
mediate results without the planting 
being in the over-all scheme of things 
is more costly in the long run than a 
well organized long-term plan. 


Promotional Program Needed. 


If the landscape nurserymen are 
to have their share of the rural pop- 
ulation’s dollar, they must step up 
their advertising and promotion and 
put more concentrated effort on sell- 
ing their products and services to the 
highly competitive farm market. A 
sound educational program is needed 
to induce farmers to seek the nurs- 
eryman’s technical assistance in plan- 
ning and improving farmstead lay- 
outs as well as in selecting and grow- 
ing ornamental and fruit plants. The 
average farmer is quite unfamiliar 
with what the landscape nurseryman 
has to offer to provide better living 
for the farm family through modern 
and efficient landscape planning. It 
is up to the landscape nurseryman 
to help the farmer discover the value 
of farm landscape planning and to

show him that the farmstead can be 
designed both for “living and look- 
ing.” 

During the postwar years the farm- 
er probably has been less subjected to 
sales pressure from the landscape 
contractor or landscape nurseryman 
than has the urban home builder. 
But because of concentrated adver- 
tising programs, the farmer is quite 
familiar with what the radio, deep 
freeze, automobile and tractor sales- 
men have to offer him for better 
modern living. The farmer should be 
likewise informed that his farm home 
cannot be the finest farm home until 
the grounds are properly planned 
and planted. 


The landscape nurseryman should 
not be satisfied with just landscaping 
the farmstead, but should incorpor- 
ate into his promotional program 
beautification of the rest of the rural 
community, its schools, churches, 
Grange halls and other buildings, all 
of which are excellent prospects for 
landscape sales. 


The Sales Approach. 


The sales approach to the farmer 
is really little different than that 
used on the city home owner. Well 
planted and neatly maintained 
grounds add to the attractiveness of 
any farm home, no matter how small 
the investment may be. Well planned 
landscape plantings can give as much 
satisfaction for the same expenditure 
of time and money as any other type 
of farmstead improvement. There is 
definitely a strong correlation be- 
tween better farmstead planning and 
improvement and general farm- 


stead utility and efficiency. 

Often the landscape salesman dis- 
covers that the prospective farm cus- 
tomer feels that landscaping is a

complicated art, something too diffi- 
cult for him to undertake. This re- 
action is usually the result of pre- 
vious attempts to do his own land- 
scaping without guidance or assist- 
ance of an expert. Where the farm 
family has attempted some plantings, 
the all-too-common picture is most 
likely to be either some inappropriate 
plant materials spotted sparsely 
around the grounds in a haphazard 
manner, or the other extreme, 
massed overplantings too close to the 
dwelling. Such plantings are usually 
done more with regard to what the 
passerby will see than to what beauty 
or usefulness they will afford the 
owner. 

To offset these misguided impres- 
sions, the landscape nurseryman 
should interpret landscape design in 
the broadest sense and explain the 
merits of a complete landscape plan 
to the farmer. The first requisite for 
rural landscape design, for old and 
new homesites alike, is to have an 
over-all layout, a master plan, to be 
carried out for the functional as well 
as attractive development of the

farmstead against sweeping winter wing 


farmstead, and _ all landscaping 
should be done on this basis. Withoy 
going into too many pros and coy 
the landscape salesman can sj 
inform the farmer that true lan. 
scape design for the farm home isg 
artistic achievement in a sense, by 
it only involves a few fundamentd 
principles differing little from urha 
landscape planning, which any inter. 
ested person can evaluate and appr. 
ciate. 

Do not let the farm owner mak 
the mistake of just doing a hit-ané. 
miss landscaping job or of develop 
ing his grounds piecemeal without 
any thought as to the blending of th 
different units. Instead, advise him 
to plan ahead what is to be done and 
in what order. To derive the mosten- 
joyment and practical benefit from 
the farmstead, the house, ground 
and service areas should be plannet 
together. Too often the treatment d 
the outdoors receives little thoughtin 
time or money compared to that put 
into the house and other farm build. 
ings. This shows lack of foresight and 
is poor business practice. When com 
struction is completed, the building 
begin to depreciate, while properh 
planned and planted plants increax 
in value, enhancing the real estate 
value of the property. 


Landscape Pictures. 


The landscape nurseryman wil 
find the use of photographs a useful 
and convincing medium for helping 
the farmer-client to visualize th 
over-all picture to be created for hin 
with planned landscaping. Take sul 
ficient pictures of the farm layout 
for study and future reference. Mak 
notes of things that would especiall 
benefit by change. Photograph te 
house from several different angles 
take pictures from the windows 
porches looking toward the highway 
fields, barns and any charming 
vistas worth developing.

In a talk on insecticides, Preben 
Ibsen, Ibsen Seed Co., Mobile, Ala., 
warned of DDT injury to many

tance of soil fumigation as a means 
of controlling insects, diseases and 
weeds in potting soils and lining-out 
beds under lath. 

Saturday John B. Wight, Cairo, 
Ga., president of American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, commended the 
Louisiana nurserymen for the splen- 
did job they did on the A. A. N. 
convention at New Orleans the past 
July. He went on to say that the 
parcel-post rate situation looked more 
favorable for nurserymen, and it ap- 
peared that nursery stock was to 
be exempted from restrictions limit- 
ing size of parcel-post packages to 
70 inches.

eastern Louisiana College, moderated 
Saturday’s educational program. 

A discussion of container-grown 
plants was given by Steve Verhalen, 
Verhalen Nursery Co., Scottsville. 
Tex. He stated that this method of 
production will continue to be an 
important phase of nursery stock cul- 
ture. Growing merchandise in con- 
tainers can be useful with many 
types of stock, for several reasons. 
This method prolongs the selling sea- 
son, increases summer sales, permits 
a large list of available plants and 
provides salable stock in full growth 
or flower, making a more attractive 
item. Container-grown stock per- 
mits easy transplanting and easier 
control over growing conditions. 
Weather is no factor in selling or 
moving plants and there is no sea- 
sonal effect on harvest. Container- 
grown plants speed up moving and 
loading large orders. One-year plants 
are the same size in the can as in the 
field. Plants in cans weigh one- 
third as much as field-grown, B&B 
plants. 

Some of the disadvantages with 
container-grown stock are that soil 
mixtures must be varied for each 
species, and hauling soil and soil mix- 
tures is expensive and time consum- 
ing. Mr. Verhalen recommended 
adding fertilizer frequently and in 
small doses. 

Speaking on foliage plants, Wil- 
liam Kraak, Henry Kraak Nurseries, 
New Orleans, said that the fastest- 
moving and best-selling items in the 
nursery were the foliage plants. He 
finds that philodendrons, anthuriums 
and crotons are the items in greatest 
demand at present. Mr. Kraak men- 
tioned that he provides a monthly 
service on changing plants growing 
in “planters” in apartments and 
office buildings and finds it a profit- 
able part of foliage plant business. 

Gordon Lambert, Lambert Land- 
scape Co., Shreveport, who spoke on 
present and future demands for plant 
materials, expects that business will 
continue at present levels for four 
or five years. Merchandising and 
salesmanship are now necessary to 
move camellias and azaleas because 
mass production methods and lower 
prices have removed the glamor 
from these plants, he said. He thinks 
that the strong demand for other 
broad-leaved evergreens will con- 
tinue for some time.

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A million live rose blooms be- 
decked on twenty-two floats in a 3- 
mile-long rose parade and 300,000 
rose blooms massed in a fantasy 
waterfall in a rose show were but 
two features of the fourteenth annual 
Texas rose festival, held October 4 
to 7 at Tyler, Tex. All Tyler was 
decorated with roses, with a big 
shadow box arrangement by the 4-H 
clubs on the city square and rose 
arrangements and gowns worn by 
former rose festival queens in store 
window displays. 

Other features of the festival were 
the crowning of the rose queen in a 
coronation pageant; the queen’s ball, 
the rose growers’ ball and Fiesta 
night, all three sponsored by mem- 
bers of the Order of the Rose; a rose 
vesper service, and tours of the rose 
fields. All this tribute to the rose 
brought more than 100,000 visitors to 
Tyler during the 4-day celebration. 

The festival was officially opened 
Thursday night, October 4, with a 
pageant on the theme of world flow- 
ers. At the beginning of the spec- 
tacle, last year’s queen was escorted 
to her box by the immediate past 
president of the Texas Rose Fes- 
tival Association, C. J. Lauden, 
Southland Rose Nurseries. Beautiful 
young girls from many Texas cities, 
several states and Mexico each rep- 
resented a flower. Among them was 
Miss Jane Burr, depicting the del- 
phinium of the New England states. 


Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Burr, of C. R. Burr & Co., Man- 
chester, Conn., were at the festival 
with her. The queen’s ladies in wait- 
ing represented the 1951 All-Amer- 
ica Rose Selections award winners, 
Vogue, Helen Traubel and Fred 
Howard. Climaxing the pageant was 
the crowning of the rose queen, Miss 
Catherine Roberts, Tyler, by Ran- 
dal Morrow, president of the Texas 
Rose Festival Association. The 
queen’s variety throughout the fes- 
tival was Vogue. Orchestral music, 
dancing and singing were an integral 
part of the show. 

The 1951 rose show under the 
chairmanship of L. A. (Slick) Dean, 
Arp Nursery Co., was officially 
opened Friday morning by the fes- 
tival association president, Randall 
Morrow, while the queen, Mr. Dean 
and nurserymen notables looked on. 
They included Pat Mackey, P. E. 
Mackey & Sons, Tyler, president of 
the Texas Rose Research Founda- 
tion; John B. Wight, Cairo, Ga., and 
Richard P. White, Washington, 
D. C., president and executive secre- 
tary, respectively, of the American 
Association of Nurserymen, and 
James Fitzpatrick, Texas Nursery 
Co., Sherman, president of the Texas 
Association of Nurserymen.

Ray Breedlove and George Fisher, 
of the landscape department of 
Breedlove Nurseries, designed the 
stting and staging effects, and ma- 
terials were furnished by the nurs- 
ery.

Two huge 
white urns holding magnolia foliage 
and draped with smilax completed 
the garden decorations. Natural 
plantings on the grounds included 
stately old oaks, magnolias, flowering 
crape myrtles and other shrubs. 

Another social highlight of the 
1951 festival was the queen’s ball, 


by invitation only, held in a glamor- 
ous setting of flowers and lovely 
duchesses. The duchesses, ladies in 
waiting and the queen, dressed in 
bouffant ball gowns and each carry- 
ing a bouquet of red roses, were pre- 
sented singly from the balcony of a 
stage setting depicting a New Or- 
leans type home with decorative grill 
work. It was decorated with Vogue 
roses. Tables of members of the 
Order of the Rose, sponsoring the 
ball, were decorated with the colorful 
crest of the order. A buffet supper 
was served in an adjoining room, 
with tables set in a garden scene of 
roses. An elaborate and lengthy 
floor show was presented featuring 
the music of Tex Beneke’s orchestra, 
which later played for dancing, and 
some excellent singers, dancers and 
comedians. Mrs. L. A. Dean was co- 
chairman of the committee for draw- 
ing of tables. 


Saturday morning Tyler’s streets

bands and convertibles carrying of- 
ficials and guests participate in the 
3-mile-long rose festival parade. The 
parade’s grand finale was seen by 
some 15,000 persons in Rose stadium, 
while thousands more lined the par- 
ade route decorated with flags and 
bunting. 

The rose growers’ float featured a 
huge Texas star composed of live red 
roses. Last year’s queen and four 
duchesses dressed in blue rode on it. 
Twelve floats made up the queen’s 
section. The first was shaped like an 
old treasure chest overflowing with 
Texas flowers and those of neighbor- 
ing states, with the roses over them 
all. The Texas float featured the 
state flower, the blue bonnet, and 
completing the theme of Texas flow- 
ers, red roses outlined the famous 
Alamo. The armed forces float was 
decorated with combinations of 
bright red roses and the star of Texas 
flower. The United Nations float, 
symbolizing peace, had white doves 
hovering over red roses. 

The Louisiana float featured the 
magnolia, with graceful hanging 
moss-covered cypress trees arising 
from the flower-covered base, wis- 
taria vines in full bloom and garlands 
of pink roses. Silvery-tinted pine 
trees, soft pink roses and a cabin 
depicted early morning in the 
Ozarks on the Arkansas float. Okla- 
homa’s float featured the Indian 
paint brush and a covered wagon 
drawn by oxen. The Ohio float por- 
trayed a racy white cruiser trimmed 
with red roses and yellow colum- 
bines. The New England states’ float 
depicted the early seafarers with a 
lighthouse and 3-masted frigate at 
full sail, with delphiniums and red 
roses arising from the blue waves. 
Miss Jane Burr rode this float. Mex- 
ico’s float was that of the famous 
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flower-decorated barge of Mexico 
City’s Xochemilco gardens, covered 
overhead with loops of yellow roses. 
Poinsettias were placed in urns 
among palm trees. Maids of honor 
to the queen rode atop a huge foun- 
tain of roses, and the queen’s float 
was adorned with 100 varieties of 
live roses, with a huge fan of live 
roses behind her. Several civic clubs, 
including the Jaycees, Lions, Pilot, 
Rotary and Kiwanis, had floats, as 
did the American Legion and the 
chamber of commerce. 


That afternoon the festival crowd 
saw Tyler Junior College and Paris 
Junior College play football in Ty- 
ler’s Rose stadium. Saturday eve- 
ning was Fiesta night with a gala 
show held in Rose stadium, featur- 
ing Tex Beneke’s orchestra and 
outstanding entertainers. This was 
followed by the rose growers’ ball. 
At 5 p. m. Sunday was the rose 
vesper service featuring sacred music 
by the Tyler civic chorus. 


“It was not the rose industry 
which made Tyler, Tex., what it is 
today, but the civic spirit of its 
citizens which made the rose industry 
what it is,” so stated a recent issue of 
Texas Parade magazine. It went on 
to say that before 1933 few people in 
the country knew that Tyler was the 
center of one of the greatest rose- 
growing areas in the world. The 
story is told of a local citizen who 
placed a big order for rosebushes 
through a Philadelphia dealer and 
was shocked and amazed when he 
received them to discover, by the 
shipping tag, that they had been 
grown within two miles of his home. 

In Tyler’s case it was the ladies 
who recognized an opportunity, and 
in the spring of 1933 approached 
Judge Thomas B. Ramey and sug-

Rosarians at Tulsa 


A total of 428 enthusiastic ros- 
arians from all parts of the country 
gathered October 4 to 6 at Tulsa, 
Okla., for the convention of the 
American Rose Society. 

Special national awards were 
presented to Herbert Swim, Arm- 
strong Nurseries, Ontario, Calif.; 
E. S. Boerner, Jackson & Perkins 
Co., Newark, N. Y., and George 
Sweetster. Mr. Boerner was further 
honored by the David Fuerestenberg 
award in honor of his Fashion rose, 
the only rose to receive five inter- 
national awards. 

Officers were elected as follows: 
President, C. Eugene Pfister, Munde- 
lein, Ill.; vice-president, Neils Han- 
sen, Washington, D. C., and treas- 
urer, Harry L. Erdman, Hershey, Pa. 
Directors are William H. Bies, Clay- 
ton, Mo.; Dr. W. W. Hershey, 
Lovell, Wyo.; Dr. Peter Lawlor, 
Burlington, Vt.; George McDon- 
ough, San Francisco, Calif., and 
Richard S. Wilcox, St. Paul, Minn. 

Featured in the 3-day program 
were addresses by five experts in 
soils, growing, research and hybrid- 
izing. Dr. E. W. Lyle, plant patholo- 
gist, Texas Rose Research Founda- 
tion, Inc., Tyler, Tex., discussed 
“Diseases of Roses and Rose Varie- 
ties under Texas Conditions.” Dr. 
Lyle traced the process of the com- 
mercial production of roses as prac- 
ticed in Texas. 

One important project on which 
the foundation is working is the 
development of a chemical solution 
in which foundation cuttings can be 
dipped to prevent crown gall bac- 
terial disease. This work has not 
yet reached the stage where the 
product is ready for distribution. 

Herbert C. Swim, _hybridizer, 
Armstrong Nurseries, Ontario, Calif., 
spoke on “Roses, New Models for 
Old.” It takes ten years from the 
time of pollination before a new rose 
can be placed on the market, but 
new improvements are under way all 
the time. A plant may not show its 
true characteristics at first, so it is 
unsafe to judge a new rose until the 
plant has matured. Mr. Swim told 
of a promising seedling which had 
long buds and looked desirable until 
it was seen that it had only six 
petals. That was the first season; 
next year it had many petals, and 
it is now known as the Charlotte 
Armstrong rose. 

Mr. Swim believes that lack of 
vigor in plants is caused by excessive 
inbreeding and concentrating on 
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certain desired characteristics to 4 
exclusion of other factors.

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Airplane Dusting of Nursery Stock 


For several years the airplane has 

yed a valuable role in large-scale 
farming, for spraying and dusting 
for insect and disease control, for 
fertilizing and seeding, as well as af- 
fording the large-scale farmer a 
quick means of examining his vast 
ycreages. Now some nurserymen are 
tying airplane dusting of their 


crops. 
Koster Uses Plane. 


Koster Nursery, Bridgeton, N. J., 
isa division of Seabrook Farms, one 
of the largest producers and process- 
es of vegetables in the country. As 
Seabrook Farms operate on large 
acreages, airplane dusting of crops 
is commonplace to them, for without 
this method it would be impossible to 
control so closely all the many in- 
ects and fungi which can attack 
their crops. 

Koster Nursery, therefore, has 
easy access to the dusting service 
which Seabrook Farms use. So, with 
the appearance of the first hatch of 
red spider mites on azaleas, junipers 
and biotas this year, it was decided 
to dust all the main sections of the 
nursery by plane. This was done 
early this summer when the accom- 
panying photographs were taken. 
The main problem, states manager 
James S. Wells, was red spider, with 
only a minor problem of lacewing 
fy, for the latter has been almost 
eradicated from the nursery with 
the continuous use of DDT. 


It is well known that DDT will 
aid rather than hinder the develop- 
ment of red spider, but Koster Nurs- 
ery found that a simple combination 
of DDT and dusting sulphur made 
an ideal all-around dust. So the nurs- 
ery had its own powder mixed to or- 
der to contain twenty-five per cent 
dusting sulphur and ten per cent 
DDT, plus filler up to 100 per cent. 
This amount of dusting sulphur is 
the maximum that the company will 
mix in the mixing machines because 
of the danger of explosion. This mix- 
ture takes care of all lacewing flies 
and spider mites and gives any aphis 
a nasty jolt. The dust costs Koster 
Nursery $12.50 per hundred pounds 
mixed. 

Tn the evening a good dressing of 
this dust was applied by plane at 
the rate of forty pounds to the acre 
to about fifteen acres in all. Most of 
this land was planted in small blocks 
of stock, many not larger in size than 
two acres, but the plane was able 


to treat such small areas. Some dust 
inevitably drifted onto surrounding 
blocks, but this did no harm. The 
central area was thoroughly covered. 
The cost of the plane was $1.60 per 
acre, bringing the total cost, includ- 
ing dust, to $6.60 per acre. Mr. 
Wells believes that the job could 
never be done in any other way at 
this cost per acre. The time involved 
was quite short, the whole opera- 
tion taking just over half an hour. 
Coverage was complete and control 
excellent, even in the center of the 
blocks on some plantings of Berck- 
mans arborvitae. 

Similar dusting operations are 
carried out at Koster Nursery every 
ten to fourteen days over a period to 
insure a complete control of succes- 
sive hatchings of red spider eggs. Ex- 
perience has proved to the firm the 
great value of dusting by plane. 
With a skilled operator on the ma- 
chine there is hardly any area of 


land which cannot be completely and 
thoroughly dusted by plane, Mr. 
Wells believes. 


Experiment at Berryhill. 


In May the Berryhill Nursery Co., 
Springfield, O., obtained an airplane 
from Ohio State University to dust 
fifty acres of evergreens with a new 
product of the Dow Chemical Co. 
Results were most pleasing, reports 
President Lewis Bookwalter, for 
nearly 100 per cent kill of the red 
spiders resulted, and the application 
was as painless, as far as the use of 
the nursery’s men was concerned, as 
it could possibly be. The nursery’s 
problem is not only in getting rid of 
the red spider every year, but in 
having to use the best men when 
they can least be spared from other 
essential work. 


Further success of the plane dust- 
ing will be determined when it is

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Sterilization of Nursery Flats 


A surgeon today would not think 
of placing his sterilized scalpels and 
other instruments in a container that 
had just been used to hold the imple- 
ments from a previous operation. It 
is easy to visualize how recontamina- 
tion could occur and death might re- 
sult to the next patient. There are 
nurserymen who faithfully sterilize 
their soil and then place it in flats 
and benches just emptied of a previ- 
ous crop without sterilizing these, too. 
While killing plants is not so serious 
as killing people, the principle is the 
same. 

Recontamination by disease or- 
ganisms can occur in the following 
ways: From planting infected seed- 
lings or seeds in treated soil ; from bits 
of infested soil carried by splashing 
water, or on the hands and feet of 
workmen, or on tools and hose noz- 
zles, and from infested flats or other 
plant containers. The first two meth- 
ods are largely prevented by proper 
sanitation and handling; the third, 
the reintroduction of parasites from 
infested flats, and methods of treat- 
ment to prevent this are considered 
here. 

The same two general methods 
may be used for sterilizing flats as for 
treating nursery soil—namely, steam 
pasteurization and chemical treat- 
ment. While the problem of treating 
empty flats and those filled with soil 
is similar, there are certain points of 
distinction that must be considered in 
commercial practice. For example, 
there are several types of equipment 
available for steam pasteurization of 
soil, either in continuous or batch lots, 
that make no provision for steriliza- 
tion of the containers in which the 
soil is to be placed. The same is true 
for chemical treatments of bulk soil. 


Steam Sterilization. 


Steam is still the best agent for kill- 
ing all harmful fungi, bacteria, nema- 
todes, insects and weed seeds. After 
steam treatment, flats may be filled 
with soil and used immediately, 
whereas those chemically treated re- 
quire an interval of aeration before 
use. Steam has the additional ad- 
vantage that it may be used without 
injury to nearby living plants and 
without irritation to employees in a 
head house workroom. Most chemi-

cals are volatile and cannot safely be 
used in confined areas. 

Plant disease organisms will not 
survive steam treatment at 160 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for thirty minutes. 
To be on the safe side, all parts of 
the flat should remain at 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit for thirty minutes. If 
higher temperatures are used, the 
time may be shortened somewhat, but 
a sufficient exposure must be pro- 
vided to kill parasites between boards 
in the corners. To insure proper dis- 
tribution of steam through stacked 
flats, the layers must be separated by 
34-inch strips, and vertical piles must 
be similarly spaced. Empty pots may 
be efficiently steamed when nested in 
rows. 

The ideal method is to treat the soil 
in the containers, as this avoids han- 
dling it and reduces the chances of 
recontamination. Under some cir- 


cumstances, however, this is not pe 
sible, and special equipment must} 
provided. It should be emphasigll 
that the basic problem of pasteury 
ing both empty and filled flats is oy 
of heating them to 180 degrees for, 
half hour. There are many wayyy 
which this can be done, and growe 
have shown ingenuity in devising my, 
chines for doing it. Such equipmey 
varies widely in efficient use of steay 
and in ease of handling, but if it fy. 
fills the temperature requirements, j 
will be effective. This the grower cg 
measure by using a reliable chemicd 
thermometer obtainable from a sciep. 
tific supply house.

Plant Notes Here and There 


I have been interested in recent 
years in the reaction of gardeners, 
both in their gardens and in print, 
to Clematis alpina. Except among 
a small group who have made a 
special study of clematis, there seems 
to be a concensus that the plant 
wants an acid soil. I, too, long 
thought it was difficult to grow, and 
several years ago I examined the lit- 
erature thoroughly and made many 
inquiries in an effort to find the 
truth. 

I now suspect that the trouble was 
first caused by a misinterpretation of 
a phrase by the usually reliable Wil- 
liam Robinson, when he recom- 
mended a peaty soil for the plant. 
If he did not mean a sweet peat, it 
was no doubt a slip of the pen, be- 
cause the plant never gives satis- 
factory results in an acid soil so far 
as I have been able to determine. On 
the other hand, give it a limed soil 
and part shade, as in a shrub border, 
and it will reach a height of four 
feet and bloom the earliest of all the 
clematis species that I know. In May 
it produces fragile, 4-part, nodding, 
lilac-blue flowers. It is then a pleas- 
ing plant to have clinging to a low 
shrub or trailing over large rocks 
in rough parts of the garden. C. 
alpina may be grown from seeds by 
the patient, although even fresh 
seeds have been provokingly slow for 
me. It may also be grafted, prefer- 
ably on C. viticella stock. 

Tropaeolum Speciosum. 

A Carolina reader asks if he can 
grow the climbing perennial nas- 
turtium, Tropaeolum speciosum. The 
answer would be a qualified affirm- 
ative. Years ago the plant was 
grown sparingly in conservatories in 
sections with which I was then 
familiar. It was never grown out- 
doors, however, except when potted 
plants were taken outdoors for sum- 
mer flowering. Since it is herbaceous, 
there would be no trouble in moving 
it so that the dormant roots could be 
wintered away from frosts. Like all 
other nasturtiums, T. speciosum is 
tender to frost, and it must be taken 
indoors before frost arrives. It grows 
readily from cuttings. 

Because I have had no experience 
with the plant, I shall have to tell 
you what I have been told and what 
I have read. T. speciosum is said to 
grow best in a rich soil containing 
a fair amount of leaf mold. Its roots

should be in shade, but in a position 
to climb into sunlight, where it will 
produce delicately cut, pale green 
leaves and bright vermilion-red 
flowers. 

Alyssum Creticum. 

About ten years ago I had a little 
note in this column which brought 
forth not a single response. I asked 
if anyone knew where I could find 
seeds of Alyssum creticum. Imagine 
my surprise, then, when a pinch of 
seeds and an accompanying note 
from a Massachusetts reader came 
recently in the mail. The seeds were 
a share of a few he found in a pri- 
vate garden. They prompt a few 
words about an unusual plant that I 
had some twenty years ago and 
wanted to try again under different 
conditions.

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


PRESTIGE FROM THE 
“PLANT AMERICA” PROGRAM. 


For many years the nursery in- 
dustry has been considered by the 
public as a sort of stepchild among 
industries or as one of the lesser 
lights in the business world, without 
too much prestige financially or im- 
portance in the community. Some- 
times I feel that it has given our 
trade a sort of inferiority complex 
when it is compared with the steel 
industry and other huge ones. It is 
true that in size and importance the 
nursery industry is dwarfed by these 
other industries, yet in recent years 
there has been a considerable change 
in the public’s impression of the nurs- 
ery business. I wonder if our self- 
impressions have changed as much. 

The recent presentation of the 
grand award for distinguished serv- 
ice by the American Trade Associa- 
tion Executives to the American As- 
sociation of Nurserymen for its 
“Plant America” program as the 
nation’s outstanding product promo- 
tion and public relations program 
of the year should give us added 
prestige. Such an award classes us 
with the best in serving the public. 

This award is invaluable in itself 
for publicity purposes and not only 
should we give added enthusiasm to 
our own, our local, our state and our 
national “Plant America” programs, 
but even a little quiet bragging about 
the award is in order. It is possible 
that a program like this can snowball 
into something very big. 

I like to read about and listen to 
the outsiders when those of impor- 
tance and influence give their im- 
pressions of the nursery industry. 
For instance, a recent issue of For- 
tune magazine remarked that we 
nurserymen were “rugged individual- 
ists,” had comparatively large in- 
vestments in our businesses and that 
after we were well established we 
made a nice profit, sometimes up to 
forty per cent. Few of us make the 
top profit, but we seem to be doing 
all right, and the nursery business 
seems to fluctuate much less than 
others. 

Many of us still think in terms of 
the 1920’s and 1930’s when cheap 
labor made an inventory increase an 
easy matter. Today our inventory 
costs real money and an investment 
of $100,000 does not make a large 


nursery. Even the most untutored 
among our customers no longer think 
that all we do is put a little plant in 
the ground, let it grow and then dig 
it up and sell it for $5. 

It is important that we as an in- 
dustry be proud of our businesses, 
and that we mentally keep pace with 
our growth and fit in with our re- 
sponsibilities. It is as foolish to de- 
preciate ourselves as it is to be loud- 
mouthed braggarts. Let us continue 
to back the “Plant America” pro- 
gram and grow with it. E. S. H.

Yer 
the word baccate, as used in Taxus 
baccata, means berrylike; and each 
little section of a berry, as in a rasp- 
berry, is a druplet. To top it off, the 
fruit of the yew is called a berry, 

The edible fruits and nuts which 
we grow mature from various parts 
of the flower and vary considerably, 
but they fall into several general 
classes. The single-seeded drupes, 
which include the peach, the plum 
and the cherry, usually develop their 
edible flesh from the outer part of 
the ovary in the flower. Apples, 
pears and quince are classified as 
pomes, and their fleshy parts are

formed from the receptacle growing 
around the carpels. The carpels are 
the sections in which the seeds are 
borne. The carpel of an apple is 
the core, while in oranges and other 
citrus fruits the carpels are the edible 


Another class of fruits are the ber- 
ries, which include not only straw- 
berries, raspberries, blackberries, 
gooseberries and blueberries, but 
also, for want of botanical imagina- 
tion, the persimmon and the grape. 
In the strawberry the receptacle 
ripens under the seeds, or achenes, 
so that the seeds are borne on the 
outside. The form of brambles is 
similar, except that the receptacle is 
made up of tiny druplets, each in its 
fleshy part forming the whole berry. 
The fruits of the blueberry, goose- 
berry and currant are formed in 
much the same way as that of the 
apple, with the receptacle ripening 
around the seeds and leaving a dead 
calyx at the base of the berry. 

A nut is usually defined as a hard, 
one-celled, one-seeded fruit; yet the 
real difference between the nut and 
other fruits is that one eats the seed 
of a nut, while of fleshy fruits the 
edible part is the pulpy matter 
around the seed. The pericarp of 
nuts does not form fleshy matter, 
but a thick skin or woody tissue 
which surrounds the seed or kernel. 
Of the chestnut, pecan, filbert, wal- 
nut and even peanut, the part that 
germinates is the edible part. 

In the more exotic fruits the de- 
velopment of flower into fruit is even 
stranger. The fig is formed from a 
flower within a receptacle, a process 
more easily described as resembling 
a strawberry inside out. The seeds 
line the inside of the opening. In 
the pineapple the rachis, or axil, of 
the flower develops into the fleshy 
fruit, while the actual flowers are on 
the outside. If, after reading this, 
you begin to wonder what a banana 
is, as I did, Bailey says that it is a

“PLANT CONNECTICUT” 
WEEK PROJECT. 


Crews representing five Conneeti, 
cut nurseries launched a project tp 
plant the town of Granby, Cong, 
October 13, as a major contribution 
of the Connecticut Nurserymen’s 
Association toward the success of 
“Plant Connecticut” week, which be. 
gan the following day. Peter Cascio 
Peter Cascio Nurseries, was chair. 
man of “Plant Connecticut” wee} 
and the Granby project, with 
Charles S. Burr, C. R. Burr & Co, 
as assistant. 

Twenty buildings at Granby were 
planted, and photographers from the 
Hartford newspapers recorded the 
scene. Owen Trask, assistant exten. 
sion horticulturist of the extension 
service, University of Connecticut, 
Storrs, directed the project. Plans 
were drawn by Professor Harold 
Perkins, of the landscape depart. 
ment. The five nursery firms fur. 
nished plants at cost and each pro. 
vided the services of one foreman 
to supervise the town of Granby 
crew. Cost of the plants was de. 
frayed by the Connecticut Nursery. 
men’s Association. 

The nursery firms taking part and 
the buildings planted with their ma- 
terials under the direction of their 
foremen were as follows: Blue Hills 
Nursery, Inc., Granby Center library, 
fire house, town office and Catholic 
church; Brouwer-Hutt Nurseries, 
Odd Fellows hall, American Legion 
hall, parsonage of the South Con- 
gregational church and the commun- 
ity building; Ludwig Hoffman Nurs- 
ery, Grange hall, bus stop, Methodist 
parsonage and church house and 
Swedish church; Little Brook Nurs- 
ery, North Granby fire station, West 
Granby fire house, North Granby l- 
brary, North Granby Methodist 
church and South Congregational 
church, and Scott’s Nurseries, the 
memorial school. 

It is expected that each year a 
town in a different county will be 
selected for a similar project so that 
all association members will have 
opportunity to participate in the 
“Plant Connecticut” movement. 


REFUGEE from Communist ag- 
gression in Czechoslovakia, Frank 
Pohanka is now an agronomist with 
the Greening Nursery Co., Monroe, 
Mich. He had a job as chief of a 
division of a federal agricultural 
station in Czechoslavakia. He fled to 
the American zone in Germany and 
worked there before coming to the 
United States with his wife and 8- 
month-old daughter. 
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FERTILIZER INADEQUATE. 


Appearing before the Senate agri- 
cultural committee September 20, 
gecretary of Agriculture Charles 
Brannan said that the fertilizer situa- 
tion is one of greatest concern and 
that farmers will not have enough 
fertilizer supplies next year. 

He recommended the construction 
of nitrogen plants for fertilizer hav- 
ing a total annual capacity of 700,000 
tons which would probably balance 
the supply with demand within the 
next two or three years. He esti- 
mated the current nitrogen deficit at 
500,000 tons annually. 

The 1952 supplies of nitrogen and 
potash will be larger, said Mr. Bran- 
nan, but still insufficient. Phosphate 
supplies will be reduced owing to the 
tight situation on sulphur and sul- 
phuric acid supplies. 


TRUCKS EXEMPT FROM 
NEW YORK MILEAGE TAX. 


Under the newly enacted New 
York state truck mileage tax law, 
nurserymen who haul their own stock 
in their own vehicles are exempt, 
according to excerpts from a letter 
to Floyd Oatman, Adams Nursery, 
Inc., Westfield, Mass., from G. E. 
Rowley, director of the truck mile- 
age bureau, Albany, N. Y., which 
was published in the October issue 
of the bulletin of the Connecticut 
Nurserymen’s Association. 

“Section 504, subdivision 3 of the 
statute provides that the provisions 
of this article shall not apply to any 
vehicular unit owned and operated 
by a farmer and used exclusively by 
such farmer in transporting his own 
agricultural commodities and prod- 
ucts, or manufactured products 
thereof, that were originally grown 
and raised on his farm, lands or or- 
chards, or when used to transport 
supplies to his farm or orchard that 
are consumed and used thereon, or 
when operated by a farmer in trans- 
porting farm products from a farm, 
contiguous to his own. 

“An individual who operates a 
farm and greenhouses for the pro- 
duction of flowering and foliage 
plants and flowering and vegetable 
plant seedlings may be deemed to 
be a farmer. Therefore, his trucks 
used exclusively for the transporta- 
tion of his own products would be 
exempt from the provisions of 
article 21.

COVER ILLUSTRATION. 


Carya Ovata. 


Carya ovata, the shagbark hickory, 
is a common forest and park tree, 
but one not often used for lawn or 
street planting. It is a large tree, 
reaching to 100 feet or more in 
height, comparatively narrow-headed 
and of relatively slow growth. 

The hickories have been listed as 
either carya or hicoria, but carya is 
now considered as the correct generic 
name. It comes from the Greek word 
karya, meaning walnut tree. The spe- 
cific name, ovata, refers to the ovate 
or egg-shaped leaflet. The shagbark 
hickory is native to the territory ex- 
tending from Quebec to Minnesota, 
south to Florida and Texas. 

One of the interesting character- 
istics of this tree is the shaggy, light 
gray bark on the trunk, while the 
bark color of the twigs is reddish- 
brown. The leaves are compound, 
bearing five, occasionally seven, leaf- 
lets from four to six inches long, 
pointed at the tip and toothed. The 
flowers and fruit are of little orna- 
mental value, but the fruit is im- 
portant as a commercial nut, and 
several named varieties are grown. 

The shagbark hickory does best in 
a light, well drained, loamy soil and 
is usually found on low hillsides and 
along river banks. It is difficult to 
transplant, but is relatively free from 
serious insects and diseases. 

Propagation of the species is by 
seeds. They can be sown in fall or 
stratified over winter and sown the 
following spring. Carya ovata will 
be used mostly in parks or large 
estates. L. C. C.

Book Reviews 


“GARDEN HOUSEKEEPING.” 


Designed to assist the homeowner 
who has little or no help in caring 
for his garden, “Garden Housekeep- 
ing” begins with discussions of au- 
tumn and spring tasks. Then follow 
chapters on staking and labeling 
plants, pruning, fertilizers, insect 
and disease pests, the selection of 
tools and the care of lawns. There 
are also suggestions for planning and 
caring for terraces, walks and special 
gardens. 

The final twenty pages of the 167- 
page book are devoted to a garden 
calendar, which describes the tasks 
to be completed each month if a 
garden is to be well kept, grouping 
them under such headings as con- 
trol of pests, transplanting and soil 
improvement. At the end there is a 
glossary of about forty terms often 
unfamiliar to the average gardener. 


The book was written by Mary 
Deputy Lamson, a landscape archi- 
tect, and was published by the Ox- 
ford University Press at $3.50 a copy. 
Drawings by Jesse Robinson and 
tables prepared by Barbara M. Cap- 
en illustrate it throughout. 


AFRICAN VIOLETS. 


The story of one of America’s 
favorite house plants, the African 
violet, is told in “The Complete Book 
of African Violets,” by Helen Van 
Pelt Wilson, a foremost authority on 
saintpaulias and the author of the 
successful book, “The African Vio- 
let,” published in 1947.

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EXHIBIT AT TEXAS FAIR. 


“Plant America” was the theme 
of the exhibit of the Breedlove Nurs- 
eries, Tyler, Tex., at the annual 
Texas state fair, October 6 to 21. The 
Texas state fair is estimated to be 
the largest in the United States, and 
attendance was 254,000 the first Sat- 
urday of the run. 

Planned by Charles Breedlove, the 
exhibit was set up near the entrance 
door to the agricultural building, 
with a large “Plant America” ban- 
ner, borrowed from the American 
Association of Nurserymen,  sus- 
pended above the display. A white 

icket fence surrounded the exhibit 
which featured a center display of 
three tiers on which vases of labeled 
cut rose blooms were displayed. 
Forty varieties of roses were dis- 
played, and fresh blooms were cut 
from the Breedlove fields at Tyler 
every other day to keep the display 
fresh. More roses and other shrubs 
were displayed along the fencing. 
Charles Breedlove was assisted by a 
saleswoman and salesman from the 
nursery to take orders from fair 
visitors. 

Two other nurseries exhibited at 
the fair. They were the Dallas 
branch of L. C. House & Son, also 
rose growers at Tyler, and Wolfe 
Nursery, Stephenville. Their exhibits 
were devoted to landscaping and 
large specimen evergreens. 


QUARANTINE REVISIONS. 


For the purpose of including the 
city of New Orleans in the quaran- 
tined area for camellia flower blight, 
Florida issued a revision of its quar- 
antine on this disease effective Sep- 
tmber 4. It prohibits the shipment 
of camellia plants with soil about the 
roots or flowers, either on the plant 
or as cut flowers from the quaran- 
tined territory. Plants free from soil 
and disbudded will be allowed 
entry. 

Louisiana likewise modified _ its 
quarantine on camellia flower blight 
%0 as to prohibit the movement of 
camellia plants with soil about the 
roots or cut flowers from New Or- 
leans or other infected areas into or 
within the state. 

Louisiana has also revised 
phony peach disease quarantine, ef- 
lective September 19, regulating the 
movement of all peach, plum, apri- 
cot, nectarine and almond nursery 
stock into or within the state. Ship- 
pers of these items should obtain a 
copy of the revised regulations from 
8. J. McCrory, state entomologist, 
Baton Rouge, La.

MISSISSIPPI SPONSORS 
STUDENT SCHOLARSHIPS. 


The educational and research 
committee of the Mississippi Florists’ 
and Nurserymen’s Association met 
with the horticultural staff of Missis- 
sippi State College in late September 
and completed arrangements for in- 
itiating a student research program. 
The members of the committee are 
Houston Bass, Jr., Lumberton; F. S. 
Batson, Wiggins; R. C. Severs, 
Greenville, and William Cabiness, 
Jackson. 

Two scholarstups were awarded 
for this year to seniors in ornamental 
horticulture. One scholarship was 
awarded to Francis C. Matlock, 
Camden, who will study the com- 
parative value of various soluble 
fertilizers for greenhouse use. The 
second scholarship was awarded to 
Victor Meena, Clarksdale, who will 
study the effects of the various 
amounts and grades of sawdust on 
the growth of greenhouse plants. 

These scholarships mark the be- 
ginning of a student research pro- 
gram under the sponsorship of the 
Mississippi Florists’ and Nursery- 
men’s Association as authorized at 
the last convention. This program 
has a threefold purpose: To aid 
worthy students and supply training 
in research procedure; to provide a 
closer bond between the association 
and the teaching and research work 
at the state college, and to work out 
the answer to some of the production 
problems important to the florists 
and nurserymen in Mississippi. 


SEE RECORD REFORESTATION 
PLANTING IN SOUTH. 


An all-time record in southern re- 
forestation is expected during the 
1951-52 tree planting season, accord- 
ing to the Southern Pine Association. 
The season’s planting goal has been 
set at more than 250,000,000 trees. 

Of the 187,600,000 seedlings dis- 
tributed from state nurseries the 
past spring and winter, nearly fifty- 
eight per cent were purchased by 
private industry. More than 
1,000,000 of these seedlings were dis- 
tributed free of charge to farmers by 
the lumber industry. 

Tree production totals for the 
southern states for 1950-51 were: 
Louisiana, 37,204,750; Georgia, 35,- 
311,266; South Carolina, 20,615,315; 
Texas, 17,678,910; Mississippi, 17,- 
623,000; Florida, 16,525,255; Ark- 
ansas, 13,076,550; Alabama, 13,- 
074,421; North Carolina, 8,369,000; 
Virginia, 4,213,475; Oklahoma 2,- 
260,000, and Tennessee, 1,563,475.

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WOOD PRESERVATIVES. 


The fungi which cause wood de- 
cay can survive only under certain 
conditions. In addition to the wood, 
which serves as food, they must have 
wficient moisture, sufficient air and 
a favorable temperature. Unfortu- 
nately, when we consider the high 

ice of lumber, the conditions un- 
der which the fungi flourish are the 
gme ones under which nursery 
plants grow, and it is therefore im- 

ible to control the fungi by al- 
tering one of these factors. Thus, the 
only way to control wood decay in 
benches and flats is to apply. wood 

rvatives, which poison the 
wood, thereby making it unsuitable 
as food for the fungi, or have char- 
acteristics which repel the fungi. 

When choosing a wood preserva- 
tive for use in the nursery or propa- 
gating house, it is important to find 
one whose solvent will not leach into 
the soil, for the solvent may have an 
adverse effect on plants in the treat- 
ed flat or bench. In other instances, 
the preservative itself may be harm- 
ful to plants. In tests performed at 
New York State College of Forestry 
and in some commercial testing 
laboratories the chlorinated phenols, 
including pentachlorophenol, were 
injurious to plants, as were mixtures 
of the chlorinated phenols with 
other preservatives. 


Creosote is extremely damaging 
to plants. In one instance a commer- 
cial grower used it to treat the bot- 
tom boards of a bench. Not much 
injury was noted until winter came, 
when the vents were closed and the 
steam lines under the bench were 
turned on. Fumes generated by the 
heat destroyed not only the crop on 
the bench, but also crops in adjoin- 
ing benches. 

Probably one of the best preserva- 
tive materials for flats and benches 
is copper naphthenate, which is sold 
under several trade names. Another 
wood preservative which has been 
proved noninjurious to plants is zinc 
naphthenate. 


Some of the materials used as 
wood preservatives in nurseries have 
also been tested as possible protec- 
tors of burlap, rope and twine. To 
be used for such purposes, preserva- 
tives must be economical, practical 
to apply and nontoxic to plants 
and remain fixed within the mate- 
nal for an extended period. Experi- 
ments carried on at the Texas for- 
est service of Texas A. and M. Col- 
lege, College Station, showed that 
burlap to be used for protecting 
evergreen seedbeds during the germi-

The a 
method which insures greatest pro- fin 
tection is the forcing of preserva Gr 
tives into the wood by pressure 
treatment. The lumber is tighth : 
sealed in a large steel cylinder and . 
the preservative solution is caused to a 
penetrate far into the wood by ap- $1 
plying proper temperature and pres 
sure. In the dipping or soaking § “ 
method, the lumber is immersed in “ 
a preservative for a length of time od 
ranging from a few seconds to sv § *™ 
eral hours, a process which insures [~ 
uniform coverage of the surface 
Generally, the longer the immersion, 
the better the protection. 

More practical for nurserymen i 
the application of preservatives with 
either a brush or sprayer, so that it 
is painted on the surface. Care must 
be taken to cover all cracks and de- 
pressions in the wood, and it is ad- 
visable to apply a second coat of 
preservative after the treated wood 
has been in service a period of time 
Some authorities even recommend 
applying a second coat as soon # 
the first one is dry. In either cas, 
benches and flats should be treated 
at least seventy-two hours befor 
they are to be used to permit th 
solvents to dry out thoroughly.

gested that Tyler should have a rose 
festival, and the first festival was 
staged that fall. More than 40,000 
people came to see the rose fields and 
take part in the festivities. The fame 
of the festival spread over the years. 

Tyler is the center of a vast rose- 
growing industry, estimated to pro- 
duce two-thirds of the nation’s com- 
mercially-grown rosebushes. Last 
year 288 train carloads averaging 
25,000 plants to the car were shipped, 
the bushes going to forty-eight states 
and twenty-five foreign countries. 

Tyler businessmen support not 
only their $7,000,000 rose industry, 
but together have created and 
financed the East Texas Agricultural 
Council to serve a 25-county area. 
In 1947 they obtained the services 
of C. R. (Cy) Heaton, formerly of 
Texas A. and M. College, to exploit 
and promote every agricultural in- 
dustry possible in the area. From a 
$14,000 budget in 1947, the program 
was put on a 10-year basis in 1949 
with an annual budget of $25,000, 
and Sam Whitlow, farm writer, was 
added to the staff.

STERILIZATION OF 
NURSERY FLATS. 
[Continued from page 14.] 


here is available a small efficient 
commercial generator. A 5-horse- 

wer boiler that will pasteurize 
more than a cubic yard of soil per 
hour costs at present about $500; a 
{0-horsepower model costs about 
$850. 

All equipment used for treatment 
of empty or filled flats consists of 
ome type of closed container into 
which the flats are placed and steam 
is then released until the necessary 
temperature is reached. Only equip- 
ment that can be used for treatment 
of empty flats is considered here. 


The cannery retort, or large auto- 
dave, is an insulated cylinder that 
can be closed tightly and holds steam 
under pressure. Its principal draw- 
backs are high initial cost and diffi- 
culty of loading and unloading, but 
it is efficient in its use of steam. 

An inexpensive, large, watertight 
box with a hinged lid has proved a 
versatile and efficient device for 
seaming flats. It is quite convenient 
toload and unload. Also, such a unit 
can be used for soaking clay pots in 
cool or heated water to remove ac- 
cumulated salts before reuse. Since 
the roots grow in close contact with 
the pot, they are in the zone of salts 
left by evaporation from the clay sur- 
face. This is an important aspect of 
the salinity problem that has been too 
litle recognized by the nursery in- 
dustry. 

A cabinet-type box is heated by 
steam from perforated pipes on the 
hottom or from water in an open pan 
heated by gas or electricity. Flats are 
laced in racks built into the cabinet. 
Asimple modification of this is a re- 
movable square sheet-metal hood 
which can be lowered over the pile 
of flats, with steam suplied in the 
same way. This is a good type for 
mall operations where only a few 
flats are needed. 

Flats or pots may be placed in a 
bench and covered with a steamproof 
baper or cloth beneath which steam 
released through a nerforated pipe.

forated pipe in grooves in the floor 
and the container covered with a lid 
or steamproof paper or cloth. A unit 
of this type would be inexpensive to 
build. 

A continuous steam tunnel has 
been used in canneries for sterilization 
of lug boxes. The method may be 
adapted to nursery use, but has the 
disadvantage of providing too short 
a time interval and of having costly 
moving parts. 


Chemical Sterilization. 


Formaldehyde is the best general- 
purpose disinfectant from the stand- 
point of cost, availability and effec- 
tiveness. Floats can be dipped in a 
bath of two per cent solution (one 
gallon of the commercial thirty-seven 
per cent formaldehyde to eighteen 
gallons of water) in any convenient 
tub or vat, preferably outdoors. If 
a breeze is blowing and rubber gloves 
are worn, there need be no discom- 
fort for the operator. There are cer- 
tain precautions in the use of formal- 
dehyde which must be recognized. 
When the dipped flats dry the for- 
maldehyde will form a white powder, 
called paraformaldehyde, which can 
be seen on the surface of the wood. 
If the flats are planted too soon after 
dipping, plants along the edges will 
be injured or killed by the formalde- 
hyde fumes. Formation of parafor- 
maldehyde can be prevented by keep- 
ing the flats wet and well aerated for 
at least two days before use. When 
treated flats are held dry they should 
not be used for at least two weeks 
after dipping to permit complete vol- 
atilization of the formaldehyde. 

A two per cent formaldehyde solu- 
tion may be applied with a knapsack 
sprayer to equipment that cannot 
conveniently be dipped. A_ nozzle 
that produces a coarse spray rather 
than a fine mist should be used. If 
benches, lath shade or other wood 
structures are sprayed with formalde- 
hyde, they should be kept wet and 
well aerated for two days before 
plants are placed in or near them. 

Formaldehyde can also be used as 
an effective sterilant for greenhouse 
shovels, dibbles, screens and other 
tools. The implements can be dipped 
in a five per cent solution (one gallon 
of thirty-seven per cent formaldehyde 
in seven and one-half gallons of wa- 
ter) in a convenient, covered, 25- 
gallon crock. They should be rinsed 
or permitted to dry for a few minutes 
before use.

NEW-TYPE OIL SPRAY 
FOR FRUIT TREES. 


A safer and more effective type of 
spray oil for dormant trees has been 
developed at the New York agricul- 
tural experiment station, Geneva, 
for the control of such pests of ap- 
ples as European red mite, various 
scale insects, the apple red bug, fruit 
tree leaf roller and others. 

Known as superior oil, it is com- 
monly used at a two per cent 
strength, and the spray is applied 
chiefly when the leaves of apple 
blossom buds are exposed about one- 
fourth to one-half inch. For apple 
red bug and fruit tree leaf roller a 
three per cent strength is needed. 

Oil sprays are usually prepared in 
the spraying machine just before use 
for economy reasons. The procedure 
followed in such tank mixing is to 
draw twenty to twenty-five gallons 
of water into the tank of the spray- 
er, add the emulsifier, which is us- 
ually blood albumin, and then the 
oil. The spray gun is then directed 
into the tank and opened up for one 
to two minutes, resulting in a con- 
centrated emulsion, which is then 
diluted to the desired spray strength 
by filling the tank with water. 

Commercial spray oil stock prod- 
ucts that contain superior oils are 
also available and do not require the 
foregoing processing, but are merely 
added to the spray tank direct with 
the required amount of water. 

It is usually desirable with apples 
to include a fungicide such as Bor- 
deaux mixture to a spray that is 
applied after growth starts. In tank 
mixing, the copper sulphate is added 
after the oil, and the lime is added 
when the tank is almost full.

known kinds. And not the least de- 
sirable of these is the little westerner 

known to botanists as L. lyalli. 

The plant is small, no more than 
three or four inches tall as it grew 
here, with silvery leaves close to the 
ground and attractive bright blue 
flowers in short racemes. It will 
probably not survive the hot sum- 
mers of the south. We found that it 
suffered some here when we had 
rare periods of sultry heat, and my 
New Hampshire correspondent gives 
the same report. It needs sunshine 
that is not too hot, or shelter from 
the sun during the hottest part of 
the day, and a well drained soil con- 
taining a generous quantity of stone 
chips. If given these requirements, 
the plant seems to be as perma- 
nent as and not much more difficult 
than others of the small lupines 
which have found favor with gar- 
deners. 

L. lyalli is easy to grow from seeds, 
handled in the usual way of lupine 
seeds. It should be grown in pots, 
however, because it cannot be moved 
while in a vegetative state. 


Crown Imperial. 

A correspondent who has had 
some success in widening his plant 
sales by including bits of folklore in 
his sales literature asks for a note 
on the crown imperial, Fritillaria 
imperialis. I spent too much time 
collecting the information to restrict 
it to one reader, so I am including 
some of it here, with the thought that 
it may interest others. While giving 
some of the folklore, I shall also in- 
clude a bit of cultural information. 

Of all fritillarias, the crown im- 
perial is no doubt best known and 
best liked. It has long been grown 
by gardeners, and a combination of 
attractive characteristics has no 
doubt had much to do with its pop- 
ularity. The earliest writers on the 
subject recognized them, as will be 
noted in Gerard’s description: “The 
leaves grow confusedly about the 
stalk like those of the white lily, 
but narrower. The floures grow at 
the top of the stalk, incompassing it 
round, in form of an Imperial Crowne 
(whereof it took its name), hanging 
their heads downward as it were 
bels; in color it is yellowish, or to 
give you the true color, which by 
words otherwise cannot be expressed, 
if you lay sap berries in steep in 
faire water for the space of two 
hours, and mix a little saffron in 
that infusion, and lay it upon paper, 
it showeth the perfect color to line 
or illumine the floure withall. The 
backside of said floure is streaked

with purplish lines, which doth 
greatly set forth the beauty thereof. 
In the bottom of each of these bels 
there is placed sixe drops of most 
cleare, shining sweet water, in taste 
like sugar, resembling in show faire 
Orient pearls; the which drops if you 
take away, there do immediately ap- 
peare the like; notwithstanding if 
they may be suffered to stand still if 
the floure according to his nature, 
they will never fall away, no not 
if you strike the plant until it is 
broken.” Even though the old gen- 
tleman was in a verbose mood when 
he wrote that description, I have nev- 
er read a clearer one. 


Since Gerard’s time other colors 
have been introduced from the wild 
and from gardens. These include the 
reddish-orange Aurora or Kaiser 
Crown; the brownish-orange, Orange 
Brilliant; the yellow maxima; the 
sulphur-yellow, Sulphureus, and 
many others. In the light soil here 
the yellows appear the least vigor- 
ous, needing the best soil and choicest 
situations to grow satisfactorily. On 
the other hand, the orange-colored 
ones grow splendidly in a sunny or 
lightly shaded spot, which has been 
thoroughly enriched to the depth of 
fifteen inches with old rotted manure. 
Light soil seems to induce rapid mul- 
tiplication of the bulbs. As a conse- 
quence, and contrary to the usual 
recommendation to leave crown im- 
perial undisturbed for years, we 
found it necessary to lift and divide 
the plants every third year. A situa- 
tion sheltered from strong winds is 
to be recommended, because they 
grow to a stately three feet or more 


in the most robust kinds, and there is * 


a likelihood of the brittle stems being 
snapped off in gales. Lifting is best 
done as soon as the foliage dies down. 


The appearance of the plant has 
long given me pleasure, though per- 
haps not so much as has the tracing 
of its history in gardens and the re- 
action of gardeners to it. Although it

land in 1596, we search in vain for 
folklore of the plant in the writings 
of Gerard, who died in 1611 or 1612. 
One early legend, whose origin I 
have been unable to trace, but which 
was perhaps the favorite of the an- 
cents because it seems to have gained 
wide acceptance, connects the plant 
with Christ in His experience at 
Gethsemane. It appears in Mrs. 
farle’s “More Potpourri from a Sur- 
rey Garden.” “When our Lord in 
His agony was walking in the Garden 
of Gethsemane, all the flowers save 
this one bowed their heads in sym- 
pathetic sorrow. It held its head aloft 
in supreme disdain; whereupon our 
Lord gently rebuked it. Smitten 
with shame at last, it hung its head, 
and since then has never been able 
to raise it, and those who care to 
turn its face upward always find 
tears in its eyes.” 

A French story, told by Ingram in 
his “Fora Symbolica,” gives us an- 
other version: The Duke de Mon- 
tausier was married to Mademoiselle 
de Rambouillet on New Year’s day, 
1634, and on the morning of the 
wedding the duke placed upon the 
bride’s dressing table a magnificently 
bound book, on the vellum leaves of 
which were painted from nature, by 
the most eminent artists, a series of 
all the most beautiful European flow- 
ers. Appropriate verses for each 
bloom were written by famous 
French poets, and elaborately em- 
blazoned on their respective pages. 
The chief poem in the collection was 
contributed by Chapelain, who chose 
the crown imperial lily for his theme, 
representing it as having sprung 
from the blood of Gustavus Adolphus 
when he fell mortally wounded on 
the field of Lutzen.

DDT applied at the rate of one gal- 
lon per acre, each gallon containing 
three-quarters of a pound of DDT. 
The spraying operations, spon- 
sored by Plymouth county, the Mas- 
sachusetts department of conserva- 
tion and the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture bureau of ento- 
mology and plant quarantine, used 
ten airplanes, consisting of six bi- 
planes, two C-46 planes and two 
helicopters. Personnel consisted of 
ten U. S. D. A. technicians and 
eighty-one moth superintendents 
from twenty-seven towns, who per- 
formed the major part of the ground- 
work in guiding planes, checking 
the spray coverage and warning resi- 
dents of spray operations. Fifteen 
other men were used in the mixing 
and transportation of the spray ma- 
terials. The total cost of operations, 
though not in final form, indicated 
a figure less than $1 per acre. 
General approval of the spraying 
program has been given not only as 
to its effects in eradicating the gypsy 
moth, but also in eradicating many 
other leaf-eating insects and pests. 
It is known that at least eight or ten 
different forest insects were reduced 
in numbers by the DDT spray pro- 
gram. Relatively little damage has 
been observed on agricultural crops, 
In 1949 232,000,890 acres were 
sprayed Barnstable county, 
Massachusetts, during a 69-day pe- 
riod by airplane and ground mist 
blower, with a six per cent DDT so- 
lution. Application was at the rate 
of one-half pound DDT and one gal- 
lon per acre. Of the acreage dusted 
by airplane, 10,730 acres were done 
by the U. S. D. A. gypsy moth divi- 
sion; 195,075 acres by commercial 
pest control contract spraying; 22,- 
591 acres by the United States Air 
Force, and 1,435 acres by ground 
mist blower on contract spraying. 
Total acreage sprayed in Barnstable 
county was 229,831 acres. Funds 
came to $221,700, making the proj- 
ect cost only about $1 per acre.

plete file of farmstead job photo- 
graphs. A year or two after the job 
js completed, take photographs of 
the property. These before-and-after 
yiews are helpful to other prospec- 
tive clients in visualizing what can 
be accomplished on their properties. 


Climate Control Plantings. 


In doing the preliminary planning 
on many older, established farms, a 
problem that is often difficult of ap- 

roach without offending the owner 
js the matter of cleanup and neat- 
ness. As a basic requirement for 
landscape plantings to follow, it is 
essential that the grounds be neat 
and clean. It is the initial step to the 
whole program and should be at 
least partially completed before any 
time or money are expended on ac- 
tual plants. 

The landscape consultant doing 
rural designing should certainly capi- 
talize to the fullest extent on the 
principles of climate control as we 
know it today. This new expression 
in landscaping is increasing greatly 
in meaning to the public as it be- 
comes familiar with climate control 
through a well coordinated publicity 
program. Actually, climate control 
has been practiced after a fashion 
since the: beginnings of horticultural 
pursuits, but special study and ex- 
tensive promotion on the subject are 
only fairly recent. Nowhere is the 
theory of climate control by planting 
more applicable than on the farm- 
stead. 

It should not be difficult to con- 
vince the farmer of the benefits of 
climate control. Protection from

prevailing winds and extremes of 
heat and cold must be given if the 
plants, animals and human beings on 
the farmstead are to have the fullest 
in comfortable living. Living screens 
of trees and shrubs are the principal 
types of climate control plantings 
employed on the farmstead. Protec- 
tion afforded by shrub screens is es- 
sential for productive fruit and vege- 
table gardens. Trees and shrubs 
forming garden windbreaks may also 
serve as enframements and _back- 
drops for plantings of rosebushes and 
flowers. 

The farmstead windbreak or shel- 
terbelt is a basic part of the farm 
landscape program. Unfortunately 
many farms are lacking in these 
valuable plantings. Establishment of 
windbreak plantings to the fullest 
extent of each individual farm’s 
needs should precede any other form 
of extensive landscape development. 
As a selling point, it might be stated 
that real estate appraisers generally 
agree that an adequate windbreak 
will increase the value of the average 
farmstead from $500 to $1,500. 
Through the planting of a wind- 
break the farmer may be encouraged 
to improve his ground with further 
landscaping. 

It is well to take advantage of the 
fact that the modern farmer is be- 
coming more conservation-minded. 
He thinks in increasingly broad terms 
about the welfare of his soil and good 
conservation practices. He is fast be- 
coming convinced of the inevitable 
fact that his future welfare and that 
of his children depends upon the 
soil and water on his farm. The alert 
landscape nurseryman will have no 
trouble selling the farmer if he can 
convince him that planting means 
good conservation in every sense of 
the word. 

Trees, shrubs and ground covers 
are critically needed on much of our 
rural land to prevent erosion, con- 
serve water and control winds and 
floods. There is a tremendous outlet 
for nursery stock and landscape 
planning for plantings on the so- 
called marginal lands of the farm. 
These problem areas include steep 
slopes, rocky areas, poor soils, wet 
areas and the like. As a rule, it does 
not take much effort to grow some 
kind of tree or shrub on such lands. 
When under good management, such 
plantings may even provide some 
additional financial return to the 
farmer.
